A BILL FOR AN ACT ENTITLED: "AN ACT GENERALLY REVISING THE TAXATION OF INDIVIDUAL INCOME,4

INCLUDING THAT OF PASS-THROUGH ENTITIES, PARTNERSHIPS, SUBCHAPTER S. CORPORATIONS,5

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:21

NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  State income tax as percentage of federal income tax. (1) A state23

income tax is imposed and must be paid and collected for each tax year upon:24

(a)  the adjusted federal taxable income derived from sources within and outside of Montana of each25

resident and fiduciary required to make a return and to pay federal income taxes under the Internal Revenue26

Code; and27

(b)  the adjusted federal taxable income derived from sources within Montana of each nonresident and28

fiduciary required to make a return and pay federal income taxes under the Internal Revenue Code.29

(2)  "Adjusted federal taxable income" means the taxpayer's taxable income, as determined for federal30
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income taxes under the provisions of the Internal Revenue Code, with the following  additions and deductions:1

(a)  The following income must be deducted:2

(i)  income exempted from state taxation under the laws or the constitution of the United States;3

(ii) all payments under veterans' bonus laws;4

(iii) the salary received from the armed forces by residents of Montana who are serving on active duty5

in the regular armed forces and who entered into active duty from Montana;6

(iv)  unemployment compensation included in federal adjusted gross income under the provisions of7

section 85 of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 85;8

(v)  all tips covered by section 3402(k) of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 3402(k), that are9

received by persons for services rendered by them to patrons of premises licensed to provide food, beverages,10

or lodging.11

(b)  The interest received on obligations of another state or territory or a county, municipality, district,12

or other political subdivision of another state or territory must be added to arrive at adjusted federal taxable13

income.14

(c)  A shareholder of a corporation for which the election provided for under subchapter S. of the Internal15

Revenue Code is in effect but for which the election provided under 15-30-1101 is not in effect may deduct from16

the shareholder's federal taxable income any part of the corporation's undistributed taxable income, net17

operating loss, capital or other gains, profits, or losses required to be included in the shareholder's federal18

taxable income by reason of the election under subchapter S. However, distributions received from the19

corporation to the extent that the distributions would be treated as taxable dividends if the subchapter S. election20

were not in effect must be added to the shareholder's federal taxable income.21

(d)  Qualified contributions to and principal and income in a medical care savings account established22

in accordance with Title 15, chapter 61, a family education savings program account established in accordance23

with Title 15, chapter 62, and a first-time home buyer savings account established in accordance with Title 15,24

chapter 63, and money withdrawn from any of those accounts for qualified expenses may be deducted from25

federal taxable income to the extent that it was not deducted when determining federal income taxes.26

(3)  (a) Except as provided in subsection (3)(b), a nonresident's federal income tax liability for purposes27

of determining the nonresident's state income tax liability pursuant to [section 2] is the nonresident's federal tax28

liability multiplied by the percentage derived from dividing the taxpayer's Montana adjusted gross income by the29

taxpayer's federal adjusted gross income.30
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(b)  If a nonresident's federal adjusted gross income is zero or a loss, then the nonresident's federal1

income tax liability for purposes of determining state income tax liability pursuant to [section 2] is the full amount2

of the nonresident's federal tax liability.3

4

NEW SECTION.  Section 2.  Rate of tax. (1) The rate of state income tax is 26% of the sum of a5

taxpayer's federal income tax liability less federal credits.6

(2)  If a taxpayer has adjusted the taxpayer's federal taxable income as provided in [section 1(2)], the7

taxpayer shall recompute federal income tax liability, less credits, before applying the 26% rate.8

(3)  A taxpayer's federal tax liability includes the tax and penalty on early distributions from individual9

retirement accounts or qualified retirement plans. A taxpayer's federal income tax liability does not include10

self-employment tax or the social security tax on tips.11

NEW SECTION.  Section 3.  Nonresidents -- determination of in-state income. A nonresident's13

income from sources within Montana includes income derived from all property owned in this state and from any14

business, trade, profession, or occupation carried on in this state, including gain and interest received from the15

installment sales of property. In the case of a business, trade, profession, or occupation carried on partly within16

and partly outside of this state by a nonresident, the income from sources within this state must be determined17

by apportionment and allocation under rules adopted by the department.18

NEW SECTION.  Section 4.  Nonresident alternative gross receipts tax. Pursuant to the provisions20

of Article III, subsection (2), of the Multistate Tax Compact, each nonresident taxpayer required to file a return21

and whose only activity in Montana consists of making sales, who does not own or rent real estate or tangible22

personal property within Montana, and whose annual gross volume of sales made in Montana during the tax23

year does not exceed $100,000 may elect to pay an income tax of 1/2 of 1% of the dollar volume of gross sales24

made in Montana during the tax year. The tax is in lieu of the tax imposed under [section 1]. The gross volume25

of sales made in Montana during the tax year must be determined according to the provisions of Article IV,26

subsections (16) and (17), of the Multistate Tax Compact.27

28

NEW SECTION.  Section 5.  Tax return -- contents. (1) Each individual, married couple filing a joint29

federal return, or fiduciary mentioned in [section 1(1)] shall file a return with the department, using the same filing30
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status that is used to file the taxpayer's federal return and showing:1

(a)  the amount of tax due and payable as reported on the taxpayer's federal income tax return or as2

recomputed as required in [section 2];3

(b)  the amount of tax due under [section 2], less credits, if any, claimed against the tax; and4

(c)  a complete copy of the federal individual income tax return and all supporting schedules as filed,5

a copy of any amended federal individual income tax return filed, and any other information necessary for6

administration of the state income tax, as may be prescribed by the department.7

(2)  If a taxpayer is unable to file the taxpayer's own return, an authorized agent, guardian, or other8

person charged with the care of the person or property of the taxpayer shall file the return.9

10

NEW SECTION.  Section 6.  Payment of state income tax -- refunds -- interest. (1) A taxpayer11

required to file a state income tax return shall compute the amount of state income tax due and shall, at the time12

the return is filed, pay to the department any balance of tax in excess of $1 remaining unpaid after crediting the13

amount withheld as provided under 15-30-202 or any payment of estimated tax as provided under 15-30-241.14

(2)  As soon as practicable after the current year's tax return is filed, the department shall examine and15

verify the tax. If the withheld tax or the estimated tax paid exceeds the state income tax due by more than $1,16

the department shall refund the excess to the taxpayer within 90 days after receiving the return.17

(3)  If the amount of tax due is greater than the amount paid, the difference must be paid by the taxpayer18

to the department within 60 days after notice of the amount of the tax as computed, with interest added at the19

rate of 10% a year or fraction of the year on the additional tax.  There is no penalty because of the underpayment20

if the deficiency is paid within 60 days after the first notice of the amount is mailed to the taxpayer.21

(4)  Except as provided in 15-30-321, interest at a rate of 10% a year must be added to any state income22

tax or portion of tax, from the due date until paid, whether the taxpayer has been granted a filing extension or23

not.24

(5)  If a joint return is made by husband and wife, the liability with respect to the tax is joint and several.25

Section 7.  Section 2-18-1312, MCA, is amended to read:27

"2-18-1312.  (Effective on occurrence of contingency) Tax exemption. Employer contributions into28

an account, the accumulation of interest or other earnings in an account, and payments from an account for29

qualified health care expenses are tax-exempt, as provided in 15-30-111 and under applicable federal laws and30
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regulations to the extent that the plan is qualified under applicable sections of the Internal Revenue Code."1

Section 8.  Section 7-13-308, MCA, is amended to read:3

"7-13-308.  Revenue bonds and obligations. (1) A joint district may borrow money for any purpose4

provided in this part and issue bonds, including refunding bonds, in a form and upon terms as it may determine,5

payable from any revenue of the joint district, including revenue from:6

(a)  service charges authorized in 7-13-307;7

(b)  grants or contributions from the state or federal government; or8

(c)  other sources.9

(2)  The bonds may be issued by resolution of the joint district without an election and without any10

limitation of the amount, except that bonds may not be issued at any time if the total amount of principal and11

interest to become due in any year on the bonds and on any then-outstanding bonds for which revenue from the12

same source or sources is pledged exceeds the amount of the revenue to be received in that year as estimated13

in the resolution authorizing the issuance of the bonds. The board shall take all action necessary and possible14

to impose, maintain, and collect rates, charges, rentals, and taxes, if any are pledged, sufficient to make the15

revenue from the pledged source in a year at least equal to the amount of the principal and interest due in that16

year.17

(3)  The bonds may be sold at public or private sale and may bear interest as provided in 17-5-102.18

Except as otherwise provided in this part, bonds issued pursuant to this part by a joint district may be payable19

in principal and interest solely from revenues revenue of the joint district and must state on their face the20

applicable limitations or restrictions regarding the source from which the principal and interest are payable.21

(4)  Bonds issued by a joint district under this part are issued for an essential public and governmental22

purpose by a political subdivision within the meaning of 15-30-111(2)(a).23

(5)  For the security of any bond, the joint district may by resolution make and enter into any covenant,24

agreement, or indenture. The sums required from time to time to pay principal and interest and to create and25

maintain a reserve for the bonds may be paid from any revenue referred to in this part prior to the payment of26

current costs of operation and maintenance of the solid waste management system."27

28

Section 9.  Section 7-14-1133, MCA, is amended to read:29

"7-14-1133.  Bonds and obligations. (1) Except for providing financial support to a private development30
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organization, including a corporation organized under Title 32, chapter 4, whose purpose is to advance the1

economic development of its jurisdiction and of the state and its citizens, an authority may borrow money for any2

of its corporate purposes and issue bonds, including refunding bonds, for any of its corporate purposes. The3

bonds may be in the form and upon terms as it determines, payable out of any revenue of the authority, including4

revenue derived from:5

(a)  any port or transportation and storage facility;6

(b)  taxes levied pursuant to 7-14-1131 or 67-10-402;7

(c)  grants or contributions from the federal government; or8

(d)  other sources.9

(2)  The bonds may be issued by resolution of the authority, without an election and without any limitation10

of amount, except that bonds may not be issued at any time if the total amount of principal and interest to11

become due in any year on the bonds and on any then outstanding then-outstanding bonds for which revenue12

from the same source is pledged exceeds the amount of revenue to be received in that year, as estimated in13

the resolution authorizing the issuance of the bonds. The authority shall take all action necessary and possible14

to impose, maintain, and collect rates, charges, and rentals and to request taxes, if any are pledged, sufficient15

to make the revenue from the pledged source in such the year at least equal to the amount of principal and16

interest due in that year.17

(3)  The bonds may be sold at public or private sale and may bear interest as provided in 17-5-102.18

Except as otherwise provided in this part, any bonds issued pursuant to this part by an authority may be payable19

as to principal and interest solely from revenue of the authority or from particular port, transportation, storage,20

or other facilities of the authority. The bonds must state on their face the applicable limitations or restrictions21

regarding the source from which principal and interest are payable.22

(4)  Bonds issued by an authority, county, or municipality pursuant to the provisions of this part are23

declared to be issued for an essential public and governmental purpose by a political subdivision within the24

meaning of 15-30-111(2)(a).25

(5)  (a) For the security of bonds, the authority, county, or municipality may by resolution make and enter26

into any covenant, agreement, or indenture and may exercise any additional powers authorized to be exercised27

by a municipality under Title 7, chapter 7, parts 44 and 45. The sums required from time to time to pay principal28

and interest and to create and maintain a reserve for the bonds may be paid from any revenue referred to in this29

part, prior to the payment of current costs of operation and maintenance of the facilities.30
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(b)  As further security for the bonds, the authority, with the approval of the governing body of the county1

or municipality that created the authority, may pledge, lease, sell, mortgage, or grant a security interest in all or2

any portion of its port, transportation, storage, or other facilities, whether or not the facilities are financed by the3

bonds. The instrument effecting the pledge, lease, sale, mortgage, or security interest may contain any4

agreements and provisions customarily contained in instruments securing bonds, as the commissioners of the5

authority consider advisable. The provisions must be consistent with this part and are subject to and must be6

in accordance with the laws of this state governing mortgages, trust indentures, security agreements, or7

instruments. The instrument may provide that in the event of a default in the payment of principal or interest on8

the bonds or in the performance of any agreement contained in the proceedings authorizing the bonds or9

instrument, the payment or performance may be enforced by mandamus or by the appointment of a receiver10

in equity. The receiver may collect charges, rental, or fees and may apply the revenue from the mortgaged11

property or collateral in accordance with the proceedings or the provisions of the instrument.12

(6)  Nothing in this section or 7-14-1134 or this section may be construed to limit the use of port authority13

revenue, including federal and state money as described in 7-14-1136, to make grants and loans or to otherwise14

provide financial and other support to private development organizations, including corporations organized under15

the provisions of the development corporation act in Title 32, chapter 4. The credit of the state, county, or16

municipal governments or their agencies or authorities may not be pledged to provide financial support to the17

development organizations."18

Section 10.  Section 7-14-1636, MCA, is amended to read:20

"7-14-1636.  Bonds and obligations. (1) An authority may borrow money for any of its corporate21

purposes and issue bonds for its purposes, including refunding bonds, in a form and upon terms as it22

determines, payable out of any revenue of the authority, including revenue derived from:23

(a)  a railroad;24

(b)  taxes levied pursuant to 7-14-1632;25

(c)  grants or contributions from the federal government; or26

(d)  other sources.27

(2)  The bonds may be issued by resolution of the authority, without an election and without any limitation28

of amount, except that bonds may not be issued at any time if the total amount of principal and interest to29

become due in a year on the bonds and on any then-outstanding bonds for which revenue from the same source30
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is pledged exceeds the amount of the revenue to be received in that year, as estimated in the resolution1

authorizing the issuance of the bonds. The authority shall take all action necessary and possible to impose,2

maintain, and collect rates, charges, and rentals and to request taxes, if any are pledged, sufficient to make the3

revenue from the pledged source in the year at least equal to the amount of principal and interest due in that4

year.5

(3)  The bonds may be sold at public or private sale and may bear interest as provided in 17-5-102.6

Bonds issued by an authority pursuant to this part may be payable as to principal and interest solely from7

revenue of the authority and must state on their face the applicable limitations or restrictions regarding the8

source from which the principal and interest are payable.9

(4)  Bonds issued by an authority pursuant to the provisions of this part are declared to be issued for an10

essential public and governmental purpose by a political subdivision within the meaning of 15-30-111(2)(a).11

(5)  For the security of the bonds, the authority may by resolution make and enter into any covenant,12

agreement, or indenture and may exercise any additional powers authorized to be exercised by a municipality13

under Title 7, chapter 7, parts 44 and 45. The sums required from time to time to pay principal and interest and14

to create and maintain a reserve for the bonds may be paid from the revenue referred to in this part, prior to the15

payment of current costs of operation and maintenance of the facilities."16

17

Section 11.  Section 7-34-2416, MCA, is amended to read:18

"7-34-2416.  Tax-exempt status of bonds. Bonds issued by a county pursuant to the provisions of19

7-34-2411 and 7-34-2413 through 7-34-2418 are declared to be issued for an essential public and governmental20

purpose by a political subdivision within the meaning of 15-30-111(2)(a)."21

Section 12.  Section 13-37-218, MCA, is amended to read:23

"13-37-218.  Limitations on receipts from political committees. (1) A candidate for the state senate24

may receive no more than $1,000 in total combined monetary contributions from all political committees25

contributing to the candidate's campaign, and a candidate for the state house of representatives may receive26

no more than $600 in total combined monetary contributions from all political committees contributing to the27

candidate's campaign. The limitations in this section must be multiplied by the inflation factor as defined in28

15-30-101 subsection (2) for the year in which general elections are held. The resulting figure must be rounded29

off to the nearest $50 increment. The commissioner shall publish the revised limitations as a rule. In-kind30
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contributions must be included in computing these limitation totals. The limitation provided in this section does1

not apply to contributions made by a political party eligible for a primary election under 13-10-601.2

(2)  As used in this section, "inflation factor" means a number determined for each year by dividing the3

consumer price index for June of the year that the general election is held by the consumer price index for June4

1980."5

Section 13.  Section 15-30-101, MCA, is amended to read:7

"15-30-101.  Definitions. For the purpose of this chapter, unless otherwise required by the context, the8

following definitions apply:9

(1)  "Base year structure" means the following elements of the income tax structure:10

(a)  the tax brackets established in 15-30-103, but unadjusted by 15-30-103(2), in effect on June 30 of11

the taxable year;12

(b)  the exemptions contained in 15-30-112, but unadjusted by 15-30-112(6), in effect on June 30 of the13

taxable year;14

(c)  the maximum standard deduction provided in 15-30-122, but unadjusted by 15-30-122(2), in effect15

on June 30 of the taxable year.16

(2)  "Consumer price index" means the consumer price index, United States city average, for all items,17

using the 1967 base of 100 as published by the bureau of labor statistics of the U.S. department of labor.18

(3)  "Corporation" or "C. corporation" means a corporation, limited liability company, or other entity:19

(a)  that is treated as an association for federal income tax purposes;20

(b)  for which a valid election under section 1362 of the Internal Revenue Code (26 U.S.C. 1362) is not21

in effect; and22

(c)  that is not a disregarded entity.23

(4)(1)  "Department" means the department of revenue.24

(5)(2)  "Disregarded entity" means a business entity:25

(a)  that is disregarded as an entity separate from its owner for federal tax purposes, as provided in26

United States treasury regulations 301.7701-2 or 301.7701-3, 26 CFR 301.7701-2 or 26 CFR 301.7701-3, or27

as those regulations may be labeled or amended; or28

(b)  that is a qualified subchapter S. subsidiary that is not treated as a separate corporation, as provided29

in section 1361(b)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code (26 U.S.C. 1361(b)(3)).30
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(6)  "Dividend" means:1

(a)  any distribution made by a C. corporation out of its earnings and profits to its shareholders or2

members, whether in cash or in other property or in stock of the corporation, other than stock dividends; and3

(b)  any distribution made by an S. corporation treated as a dividend for federal income tax purposes.4

(7)(3)  "Fiduciary" means a guardian, trustee, executor, administrator, receiver, conservator, or any5

person, whether individual or corporate, acting in any fiduciary capacity for any person, trust, or estate.6

(8)(4)  "Foreign government" means any jurisdiction other than the one embraced within the United7

States, its territories, and its possessions.8

(9)  "Gross income" means the taxpayer's gross income for federal income tax purposes as defined in9

section 61 of the Internal Revenue Code (26 U.S.C. 61) or as that section may be labeled or amended, excluding10

unemployment compensation included in federal gross income under the provisions of section 85 of the Internal11

Revenue Code (26 U.S.C. 85) as amended.12

(10) "Inflation factor" means a number determined for each tax year by dividing the consumer price index13

for June of the tax year by the consumer price index for June 1980.14

(5)  "Individual" means a natural person, whether married or unmarried, adult or minor, subject to15

payment of an income tax under the Internal Revenue Code.16

(11)(6)  "Information agents" includes all individuals and entities acting in whatever capacity, including17

lessees or mortgagors of real or personal property, fiduciaries, brokers, real estate brokers, employers, and all18

officers and employees of the state or of any municipal corporation or political subdivision of the state, having19

the control, receipt, custody, disposal, or payment of interest, rent, salaries, wages, premiums, annuities,20

compensations, remunerations, emoluments, or other fixed or determinable annual or periodical gains, profits,21

and income with respect to which any person or fiduciary is taxable under this chapter.22

(12)(7)  "Internal Revenue Code" means the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, or as it may23

be labeled or further amended. References to specific provisions of the Internal Revenue Code mean those24

provisions as they may be otherwise labeled or further amended.25

(13)(8)  "Knowingly" is as defined has the meaning provided in 45-2-101.26

(14)(9)  "Limited liability company" means a limited liability company, a domestic limited liability27

company, or a foreign limited liability company as defined in 35-8-102.28

(15)(10) "Limited liability partnership" means a limited liability partnership as defined in 35-10-102.29

(16) "Lottery winnings" means income paid either in lump sum or in periodic payments to:30
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(a)  a resident taxpayer on a lottery ticket; or1

(b)  a nonresident taxpayer on a lottery ticket purchased in Montana.2

(17)(11) (a) "Montana source income" means:3

(i)  wages, salary, tips, and other compensation for services performed in the state or while a resident4

of the state;5

(ii) gain attributable to the sale or other transfer of tangible property located in the state, sold or otherwise6

transferred while a resident of the state, or used or held in connection with a trade, business, or occupation7

carried on in the state;8

(iii) gain attributable to the sale or other transfer of intangible property received or accrued while a9

resident of the state;10

(iv) interest received or accrued while a resident of the state or from an installment sale of real property11

or tangible commercial or business personal property located in the state;12

(v)  dividends received or accrued while a resident of the state;13

(vi) net income or loss derived from a trade, business, profession, or occupation carried on in the state14

or while a resident of the state;15

(vii) net income or loss derived from farming activities carried on in the state or while a resident of the16

state;17

(viii) net rents from real property and tangible personal property located in the state or received or18

accrued while a resident of the state;19

(ix) net royalties from real property and from tangible real property to the extent the property is used in20

the state or the net royalties are received or accrued while a resident of the state. The extent of use in the state21

is determined by multiplying the royalties by a fraction, the numerator of which is the number of days of physical22

location of the property in the state during the royalty period in the tax year and the denominator of which is the23

number of days of physical location of the property everywhere during all royalty periods in the tax year. If the24

physical location is unknown or unascertainable by the taxpayer, the property is considered used in the state25

in which it was located at the time the person paying the royalty obtained possession.26

(x)  patent royalties to the extent the person paying them employs the patent in production, fabrication,27

manufacturing, or other processing in the state, a patented product is produced in the state, or the royalties are28

received or accrued while a resident of the state;29

(xi) net copyright royalties to the extent printing or other publication originates in the state or the royalties30
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are received or accrued while a resident of the state;1

(xii) partnership income, gain, loss, deduction, or credit or item of income, gain, loss, deduction, or credit:2

(A)  derived from a trade, business, occupation, or profession carried on in the state;3

(B)  derived from the sale or other transfer or the rental, lease, or other commercial exploitation of4

property located in the state; or5

(C)  taken into account while a resident of the state;6

(xiii) an S. corporation's separately and nonseparately stated income, gain, loss, deduction, or credit or7

item of income, gain, loss, deduction, or credit:8

(A)  derived from a trade, business, occupation, or profession carried on in the state;9

(B)  derived from the sale or other transfer or the rental, lease, or other commercial exploitation of10

property located in the state; or11

(C)  taken into account while a resident of the state;12

Section 50.  Section 87-2-105, MCA, is amended to read:8

"87-2-105.  Safety instruction required. (1) A hunting license may not be issued to a resident person9

who is under 18 years of age unless the person authorized to issue the license receives a certificate of10

completion from the Montana youth hunter safety and education course established in subsection (5).11

(2)  A hunting license may not be issued to a nonresident person who is under 18 years of age unless12

the person authorized to issue the license receives a certificate of completion from the Montana youth hunter13

safety and education course established in subsection (5) or a certificate verifying that the nonresident has14

successfully completed a hunter safety course in any state or province.15

(3)  A hunting license may not be issued to a member of the regular armed forces of the United States16

or to a member of the armed forces of a foreign government attached to the armed forces of the United States17

who is assigned to active duty in Montana and who is otherwise considered a resident under 87-2-102(1) or to18

a member's dependents, as defined in 15-30-113 determined for federal income tax purposes, who reside in19

the member's Montana household, unless the person authorized to issue the license receives proof of20

completion of a hunter safety course approved by the department or a certificate verifying that the member or21

dependent has successfully completed a hunter safety course in any state or province.22

(4)  A bow and arrow license may not be issued to a resident or nonresident unless the person23

authorized to issue the license receives an archery license issued for a prior hunting season or receives proof24

of completion of a bowhunter education course from the national bowhunter education foundation. Neither the25

department nor the license agent is required to provide records of past archery license purchases. As part of26

the department's bow and arrow licensing procedures, the department shall notify the public regarding27

bowhunter education requirements.28

(5)  The department shall provide for a youth hunter safety and education course that includes instruction29

in the safe handling of firearms and for that purpose may cooperate with any reputable organization having as30
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one of its objectives the promotion of hunter safety and education. The department may designate as an1

instructor any person it finds to be competent to give instructions to youth in hunter safety and education,2

including the handling of firearms. A person appointed shall give the course of instruction and shall issue a3

certificate of completion from Montana's youth hunter safety and education course to a person successfully4

completing the course.5

(6)  The department shall provide for a course of instruction from the national bowhunter education6

foundation and for that purpose may cooperate with any reputable organization having as one of its objectives7

the promotion of safety in the handling of bow hunting tackle. The department may designate as an instructor8

any person it finds to be competent to give the national bowhunter education foundation instruction. A person9

appointed shall give the course of instruction and shall issue a certificate of completion from the national10

bowhunter education foundation to any person successfully completing the course.11

(7)  The department may develop an adult hunter education course.12

(8)  The department may adopt rules regarding how a person authorized to issue a license determines13

proof of completion or achievement."14
